The reply filed on 8/10/05 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): the election selects Figure 4C, claims 
4-16, and states that Figure 4D is an elevated view of Figure 4C. It is noted that the 
elected claims do not read upon the invention selected. The claims require a shield top, 
a shield bottom and a base, but Figures 4C and 4D do not have a base. The Figures 
that have a base include Figures 5B, 5D, 5F, 6B, 6D, 7B, and 7D. Therefore the 
election is unclear. See 37 CFR 1.111. Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be 
bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing 
date of this notice, whichever is longer, within which to supply the omission or correction 
in order to avoid abandonment.
